Naked Boys Singing! The Movie

I’m the first person to admit that musical theatre really does nothing for me. 
Shocking, | know—and more than one person has threatened to tear up my fag 
card because of it. So imagine my particular frame of mind when | was presented 
with Naked Boys Singing! | mean, it’s more musical theatre, right? 

Except that most musical theatre isn’t quite so frank about topics like nudity and 
sexuality—and those are precisely what Naked Boys Singing! is in the business of 
celebrating. With a multi-ethnic cast of ten men stripped to the bare, singing and 
dancing about all things gay, it certainly challenges more than a few of the 
conventions of your standard musical fare—especially in an era where most bit 
musicals are either sanitised versions of movies, or nostalgic trips for hit 
musicians of the past. 
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The movie is entirely a filmed version of the stage play, complete with audience, 
only with multiple cameras and better sound quality. The stage is still pretty 
sparse, and without elaborate set pieces, but what the film manages to do is to 
play more with some of the lighting and adding a few special effects here and 
there to liven up the presentation. Probably the best example is for the song 
“Robert Mitchum”, an ode to a movie star of days past who wasn’t the classic 
definition of male beauty, where the number was shot in sepia tones and with the 
kinds of lines and scratches on the film normally found on old reels. (Incidentally, 
this was also one of the few numbers where the cast was actually fully clothed). 

In terms of content, the boys sing about everything from revelling in gratuitous 
nudity, to naked maids, unrequited crushes, cruising at the gym, loves lost, gay 
porn, and the agony of high school locker rooms. While the wit and humour is 
fast and furious, there is an emotional truthfulness that lies at the core of the 
music, and that is perhaps one of the things that struck me the most. There is no 
couching of terms or being coy about any of it—it’s all laid bare for the audience, 
much like the boys themselves. 

Naked Boys Singing! surprised me in just how much fun and intelligence it 
possessed in its cheekiness. It was an unexpected treat to watch.

Derrick Paul Miller Page One 
(Monopoli Music) 

It would be easy to dismiss Page One as 
just another entry into the growing field 
of “ClassiPop” or “Popera”’—but that 
would be doing a disservice to the music 
and the genre. Fredericton-born Derrick 
Paul Miller is a tenor with the Canadian 
Opera Company, and the strength of his 
voice will carry you away. 

Richly produced with lush orchestral 
backing, Miller adeptly blends his vocal 
abilities with the accessibility of the pop 
genre, and indeed gives gravitas to some of the pop songs. Page One contains a 
mixture of original work with some covers done in Miller’s unique way. Songs 
like Randy Newman’s “Feels Like Home”, and “I Just Fall In Love Again”. Original 
tracks include the album’s title track and “Birch Bark Canoe”, both written by 
fellow Canadian Jeff Straker. 

Miller also draws on his Maritime roots by taking on such Celtic selections as 
“Carrick Fergus”, “With the Memory of You”, and “The Parting Glass”. Each song 
is stripped down to their melodic cores, and the focus rests on Miller’s voice 
rather than a traditional musical arrangement, which could overpower a lesser 
voice. Some of those traditional songs have never been better updated nor had 
such power in understatement. 

Probably the most standout track on the album is “You Needed Me”, a duet that 
Miller performs with Canadian soprano superstar Measha Brueggergosman. The 
pair just blow the song out of the water. The power of their two voices together 
is an amazing experience to behold, and one can only imagine how it must look 
performed live. This is definitely a highlight that needs to be heard to be believed. 
Overall, Page One is the perfect disc for a quiet night in, preferably with someone 
special and a few candles lit, or before a roaring fire. W

Eleventh annual “Bloor Street Entertains” gala 
event that was co-chaired by the Hon. Belinda 
Stronach and Salah Bachir, Vice-Chair for 
CANFAR’s board of directors. 


For that memorable evening, some of our city’s chic-est retailers and trendiest 
designer boutiques, along with two museums, were magically transformed into 
exquisitely decorated dining rooms so they could play host to a variety of 
intimate black-tie dinners featuring uniquely delectable menus provided by 
twenty-three of our city’s most celebrated chefs—for a mere $600 per plate! No, 
unfortunately | did not sit down to eat.

When the UN lowered their estimates of the number of people infected with 
HIV from forty million to thirty-three million, some media reaction seemed 
resentful, as though the UN had deliberately tried to dupe the world into thinking 
HIV/AIDS was a bigger problem than it was. They seemed to say, “Well, if we knew 
it was only thirty-three million we wouldn’t have wasted all that effort and 
money!” In fact, it’s good news for a change—although it should bring little 
comfort. We have not significantly altered the rate at which the virus spreads and 
like the populations it infects. The prevalence of HIV grows exponentially. Our 
overestimation doesn’t buy much time. Not to mention that thirty-three million 
is still a staggeringly large number—it’s the population of Canada! 


Worldwide, the majority of HIV-infected individuals are between fifteen and 
thirty years of age, meaning that it is the world’s youth that are most at risk. That’s 
just one fact that makes HIV different than the other big killers like cancer or 
heart disease, which impact much older people. If it’s true that “youth are our 
tomorrow”, we've got some challenges coming up. 


Many youth have seen their own futures and aren’t satisfied with what it has to 
offer; it’s heartening to see that they are mobilizing themselves to face the 
challenge of HIV: grass roots youth-organized, youth-targeted action groups are 
popping up all over. In the spring of 2006, in anticipation of AIDS 2006, the inter- 
national HIV/AIDS conference held in Toronto in August, the United Nations 
Association of Canada sponsored a number of youth forums across Canada. At 
least one of those forums—the one held in Calgary—inspired a number of young 
people to carry on the torch. “Youth Everywhere Against HIV Now!”—YEAH 
Now!—was formed as the Youth Working Group of the Calgary Coalition against 
HIV/AIDS. Part of their mandate is to make the Youth Forum on HIV/AIDS a 
regular event; to that end, the second Calgary Youth Forum on HIV/AIDS was 
held on November 30 and December | last year, coinciding with World AIDS Day. 


YEAH Now! took a novel approach to this forum; they focused on trying to 
reach youth indirectly, through members of their own community. The intent was 


to empower individuals through information and creative skills to speak to their Sci: 
own peers, through their own media, about HIV/AIDS. If we’ve learned one thing cur 


from modern advertising it’s that a message needs to be tailored to the audience; 
who better to create and deliver that message than passionate individuals who 
have intimate first-hand knowledge through membership in their own target 
group? 

YEAH Now! has identified five primary target groups of youth: High School 
Youth, Post Secondary Youth, Aboriginal Youth, Immigrant Youth, and Street Youth. 
They believe that these populations relate to the HIV pandemic differently. 
Therefore, there are differences in how the issue should be addressed within 
these communities and need to be considered in order for any awareness or 
action campaign to be successful. Participants were encouraged to keep within 
the mindset of their target groups throughout the weekend and to think critically 
about how to they might respond to various media and messages. 


The bulk of the forum was comprised of two sets of workshops. The first 
round was informational, discussing the relationship between HIV and various 
social factors: HIV and gender, HIV in the developing world and HIV on the street. 
The second round involved hands-on and creative work, passing on specific skills 
in a variety of media: stencil making, ‘zine publishing, letter writing, and parfleche 
(an aboriginal art using animal skins). By the end of Saturday, World AIDS Day, the 
participants had completed an impressive collection of action pieces crying a call 
to arms against HIV/AIDS. 


The forum culminated in brainstorming of specific actions that could be taken 
to reach out to youth in the Calgary community. This points to YEAH Nowl’s 
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primary mandate, which is to support youth in the community in taking their own 
actions; whether they be publications or events, one-time or ongoing. Events like 
the Youth Forum on HIV/AIDS are most likely preaching to the choir—real 
change happens when the “converted” interact with their peers in the overlap- 
ping spheres of social structure that determine culture, belief and practices. 


Another unique characteristic of the HIV pandemic becomes apparent when 
examining the phenomenon these youth-organized actions represent—that is, 
the unusual impact that culture, belief and behaviour have on the spread of the 
disease. Youth might come together to raise awareness for a cause like breast 
cancer or autism in order to raise money, but they are not generally out to solve 
the problem itself. Fundamentally, HIV is not easily spread—it does not live 
outside the body for very long and even when exposed, the odds that an infec- 
tion will occur are relatively small. The odds of contracting the virus can be made 
practically negligible with some trivial tools and changes in behaviour. HIV— 
arguably one of the worst epidemics to face humanity—could be halted in its 
tracks purely by collective will. How many diseases is it possible to say that about? 
HIV is possibly the first contagion that exploits culture to spread; it is only by 
virtue of the stigma that we place on HIV’s primary avenues of transmission— 
sex, and drug use—and our unwillingness to openly discuss them that HIV is 
allowed to perpetuate. 


Which brings us back to the extraordinary impact organizations like YEAH 
Now! and the Youth Forum on HIV/AIDS can have. Only a relative handful of 
experts with years of experience and sophisticated knowledge can make signifi- 
cant progress in preventing cancer; but in a complete reversal of circumstance, a 
comparatively minuscule amount of knowledge in the minds of billions would be 
all the progress we need to stop HIV. That is, as long as that knowledge trans- 
lates to action; combating culture is where the real struggle is.And here again, our 
hope lies with youth and groups like YEAH Now!—as they grow into middle age 
and have children of their own, hopefully their attitudes will drive the evolution 
of cultures immune to HIV. 


Combating HIV is easy and something in which we all should actively take part. 
It doesn’t have to require a lot of money, time, or effort. Minimally: 


|. | Protect yourself. Use condoms. Don’t share needles. Get tested and ask 
for help when you need it. 


If you’re comfortable that you’ve fulfilled step |, maybe consider taking another: 


2. Educate yourself. Make sure you have your facts straight and challenge 
how you feel about people infected with HIV. Do a web search and get an idea of 
what information is out there. 


3. Talk positively about sex, drugs, and HIV with your family and friends; 
challenge the stigmas and misinformation that you encounter. 


4. Contribute (time or money) to your local HIV/AIDS service organiza- 
tions. 


5. Contribute (time or money) to a national or international organization 
fighting HIV/AIDS globally. 


6. Write a letter to your [political] representative. 


Or maybe take a creative action of your own design. You have the power.

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Getting your dog on-track in the off-leash

If you spend much time in Calgary’s off-leash dog parks you’ve probably spotted 
Sherri Olsen and her Labradoodle/Retriever cross, Bear. Sherri is the one with 
the remarkably well-behaved dog, that always returns when he’s called, and is 
wearing a COOLdog tag (Bear that is, not Sherri). 


Sherri didn’t luck out with a perfectly bred pup, rather she developed an easy 
to follow, four-step training method and wrote COOLdog:A Guide to Safe Off-Leash 
Fun, designed to make off-leash time enjoyable and safe for dog and owner. 


“| have such a desire for dogs to have fun and play safely,” Sherri says. She hopes 
that the COOLdog method will one day transform off-leash parks across North 
America. “Time at the dog park should be fun and a great way to meet people, 
but that can’t happen when you’re worried your dog will run away and get in 
trouble.” 
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In addition to the valuable training techniques, each book comes with a compli- 
mentary dog tag so that dogs versed in COOLdog methods are easy to spot and 
are presumably approachable (and perhaps a conversation-starter when spotting 
cute dog owners). 


Sherri, a life coach for the last seventeen years, says that it’s often the owners’ 
inconsistent actions that get in the way of raising a well-trained dog. “Some folks 
have the mistaken perception that training their dogs will get in the way of the 
relationship between them; dogs actually thrive on boundaries and leadership.” 


Sherri’s methods focus on positive reinforcement and don’t rely on persistent 
treat rewarding. “I have seen far too many treat-trained dogs decide they would 
rather do something naughty and forgo the treat.” She believes that dogs are 
motivated by praise, thinking for themselves, and following their natural instincts 
to obey their leader. 


Whether your dog is new or new to you, Sherri says that her methods are easy 
to follow and effective. Don’t believe it? Here are a few free pointers to try to 
make your pooch a COOLdog. 


- The first two weeks with your pup/dog are critical. 
training in the house to establish a bond between you. 


Begin umbilical 


Be silent for the first seven days—perhaps the hardest part of the 
program, but very important. Canine language is body language. This begins the 
process of establishing leadership and your dog watching you; which is very 
important when you go to the off-leash park.

A warm and gentle climate coupled with the Spanish influence has made Buenos Aires 
the hottest destination in South America for gay vacationers seeking a genuine Latin 
experience—from Tango dancing and historic architecture to elegant dining and vibrant 
nightlife.

Exploring Buenos Aires, you will 
sense a sort of déja vu of Europe while you explore the splendid boulevards, classic archi- 
tecture, plazas everywhere, extensive parks, and ever-changing style of Argentina’s 
stunning capital city. You will quickly understand why this city is known as ‘The Paris of 
South America’, populated by sophisticated Portefios, as the local residents are known. 


Buenos Aires is the gateway to Argentina, and whether you are vacationing in the city 
or heading for the magnificent water falls at Iguazu, wine-tasting in the Mendoza 
vineyards, skiing at Bariloche, whale-watching at the Peninsula Valdes, glacier walking at 
Perito Moreno, or boarding a gay cruise ship, your time in Argentina is certain to be 
memorable. 


Perhaps one of Argentina’s most valuable tourist attractions is the low cost of living 
and shopping bargains to be found here. If a bottle of good wine or a litre of beer for two 
dollars sounds appealing, then you will also be pleased to rent a cozy vacation apartment 
for just under two hundred and forty dollars per week. Even gourmet restaurant dining 
is affordable when a three-course dinner with wine can readily be enjoyed for less than 
twenty dollars Canadian per person. During my travels in 2007, | have found this certainly 
to be the vacation bargain of the year. 


Although there is no gay village in Buenos Aires, the community is spread throughout 
the centre of town.The districts of Recoleta, Palermo and San Telmo are very gay and the 
local bars, restaurants and clubs are found mostly in these areas. People sometimes refer 
to the gay Barrio Norte district—which isn’t actually a district but includes parts of 
Recoleta and Palermo. However, many gay places are within a relatively short walk or 
inexpensive taxi ride of each other. These districts of Buenos Aires are some 
of the safest zones of any major city in South America and visitors should feel 
secure walking around day or night—however, sensible precautions should u 
never be abandoned. 


Sidewalk cafes, Argentinean beef grill-restaurants—renowned for the best |» 
beef in the world—and cheap shopping make this a wondrous gay destina- 
tion. In 2002, same-sex civil unions were legalized in Argentina and the legal | 
age of consent is sixteen. Over the last two years the city has become well 
known for its liberal attitude to gay life so that it has become one of the new 
choices for gay holidays. Buenos Aires now has over sixty gay discos, restau- 
rants, cafes, bars, hotels, saunas, movie theaters, and possibly the best-looking 
Latin men you will see anywhere. 


The gay scene in Buenos Aires, in common with other cities in South 
America, starts very late.

The city occupies two hundred and two square kilometers with approximately three 
million residents and comprises a multitude of attractions. A tour guide is essential to 
find your way around initially.

They speak fluent 
English. Their GLBT tours are custom designed to suit your requirements in duration, 
price and venues.

_ Argentinean customs soon become a way of life 
as you settle into this gay-friendly South 
American culture. 


Finding your way around the city is easy with 
the buses—called colectivos—which run around 
the clock and the subterranean—underground 
trains—connecting the city with five different 
lines. Taxis are also extremely cheap and easy to 
find on the major streets or by telephone reser- 
vation. Of course, walking around the city is most 
_ pleasant but due to the size of Buenos Aires a 
ride from one district to another is often 
required. The Buenos Aires Day and Night guide 
and the BSAS Gay Map are excellent sources of 
local information and detailed maps to find your 
way to most of the local attractions. Even if you 
_ spend the whole vacation discovering the city, 
there will still be more places to go and see the 
next time you visit this amazing city—and there 
most surely will be a next time! 


Although there are too many attrac- 
tions to mention in one travel story, there 
are a few worthy of note. The area or 
barrio known as La Boca is the original 
old port of the city dating back to the 
1500s with early settlers from the Italian 
city of Genoa. This area is renowned for 
its colourful houses and main street—the 
Caminito—and many other attractions 
including the La Ribera theatre, many 
Tango clubs and Italian Taverns, as well as 
La Bombonera, home of the famous 
football team the Boca Juniors.

From the Plaza de Mayo a long walk down the Avenida de Mayo is rewarded with 
hotels from the beginning of the twentieth century, many cafés including the Tortoni Art 
Nouveau Café—the city’s first confiteria (confectionery), established in 1858—where 
important artists gathered and theatres like the Avenida. At the end of this stroll through 
history is the magnificent Congreso de la Nacién, the home of the Chamber of 
Representatives and Senators of Argentina. 


The district of San Telmo is the new up and coming gay neighbourhood where older 
homes are being renovated and antique stores abound. At its heart is the Plaza Dorrego 
with some of the city’s oldest architecture and sidewalk cafés, and home to the largest 


‘antique market on Sundays. Nearby is the Iglesia 


Ortodoxa Rusa in front of the Lezama Park. This 
example of magnificent seventeenth-century 
Russian Muscovite architecture is one of the 
city’s most distinctive buildings. Close to this, you 
can also find the magnificent mansion that 
Madonna rented as her home-away-from-home 
during the four months of filming Evita. 


Perhaps the gayest district of all is Recoleta 
where you will find gourmet restaurants, exqui- 
site parks and plazas, the Cementerio de la 
Recoleta—where Eva Peron is interred—and 
where many famous Argentineans are laid to rest. 
Also here, the Basilica Nuestra Senora del Pilar e

to the Plaza Francia where every Saturday and ee 

Sunday the largest outdoor crafts fair is held. This Ly ed OR bi 
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festive event is also a place where you can enjoy 
some of Argentina’s culture with outdoor 
performers of the tango, jugglers, acrobats, 
clowns, traditional dancers and more providing 
top-notch busker style entertainment. 


Like so many major cities, Buenos Aires has 
some of the most beautiful inner city parks for 
urbanites to enjoy. The largest of which is the 
Bosques de Palermo—Palermo Woods—with |» 
three artificial lakes offering paddleboats and | 
hydro cycles for exploring the waters and 
parkland. Among the trees and paths are the 
Rosedal—Rose Garden—the Zoo Garden, 
Botanical Garden, Galileo Planetarium and the 
famous Japanese Garden. Throughout Buenos 
Aires the trees seem to be greener than any you 
have ever seen, and the flowers brighter than 
anywhere in the world. This is especially true in 
the Springtime—November in Buenos Aires—when the city is the most vibrant you 
could experience anywhere in your travels.

Around this time of year, you’re always hearing about New Year’s fitness 
routines, resolutions, holiday calorie-burning plans and more. These are all impor- 
tant aspirations now and throughout the year. But, (pun intended), let’s face it; 
the butt is one of our biggest concerns. Well, it truly is one of our biggest assets 
and it’s the muscle you sit on every single day. I’m talking about your gluteus 
maximus. AKA your arse, behind, booty, buns, caboose, derriere, fanny, keyster, 
rump, tush, wazoo. So,| thought this would be a great opportunity to go outside 
the box and tackle something new for 2008—your booty. 


Everyone has their own vision of an ideal ass (and | don’t mean your ex) 
from bubble butts to rock-hard muscle butts and everything in between. One 
thing many of us have in common besides having a butt is the desire to tone and 
shape our butt in order to attract others and strengthen our confidence both in 
and out of our Levis. Believe it or not, it isn’t as hard as you might think to tone 
the butt; we use it every day for almost every move we make. Now all we have 
to do is motivate ourselves to include a butt workout in our new year’s resolu- 
tions and for a refreshed and revived fitness routine. 


The gluteus maximus is the largest muscle in your body. There are two other 
gluteal muscles called the gluteus medius and gluteus minimus which combine 
with the gluteus maximus to form your buttocks. The main function of our butt 
is to allow us to sit upright without using our feet or hands like many other 
mammals. 


Your genetics play a key role in determining whether you have a small, medium 
or large butt. So while you should be proud of what you have, keep in mind that 
toning and strengthening the buns will not only maximize what we've been 
naturally given, but can also improve ones self esteem. 


The glutes consist of skin, muscle and fat. Therefore, to strengthen and/or build 
our buns, we have to work on the muscle portion and do some cardio activity to 
reduce the fat portion. Once you start targeting your glutes, you’ll see results 
fairly quickly. There are a number of excellent exercises for this region of the 
body including all kinds of creative machines at the gym. Other beneficial 
exercises include step-ups or squats. You'll also find step machines are excellent 
for building the glutes as well as reducing fat. 


Squats produce some of the best results for the hips, thighs and of course the 
butt. There are many different types of squats including barbell squats, ball squats, 
the chair squat and the dumbbell squat. In order to do a squat properly you 
need to start with your feet shoulder-width apart, facing slightly outward and 
ensuring they never face directly forward. The simple movement of sitting down 
and standing back up mimics the same body movements as a squat. 


The chair squat is excellent for beginners. Stand with feet hip-width apart and 
squat, keeping your back straight, abs in and knees behind your toes. Let your butt 
lightly touch the chair and squeeze your butt to stand up. This simple and effec- 
tive exercise and can also be performed using a dumbbell in each hand to 
increases the intensity. 


For dumbbell squats, stand with your feet about shoulder-width apart and grab 
a dumbbell in each hand with your arms hanging down at your sides. Begin by 
squatting as though you are going to sit down in a chair (as in the last descrip- 
tion), however, this time without the help of the chair. Return to the start position 
and repeat. Make sure to keep your back firmly upright and straight throughout 
this exercise. This will be more difficult than having the chair to moderate your 
squat. The ball squat is another excellent squat and relatively easy. Stand with 
feet about hip or shoulder-width apart, feet facing out slightly and place an 
exercise ball behind your lower back and against a wall for support. Again, you 
may or may not choose to hold weights at your sides. Bend the knees and lower 
into a squat, keeping the knees in line with your toes. Roll down as far as you can 
without going lower than ninety degrees and then push upwards using your heels 
to go back to starting position. 


Finally, the barbell squats. These are more difficult requiring more effort from 
the tush. | would suggest having someone to spot you. The barbell can be taken 
from the rack with or without weights. | suggest starting with the weight of the 
barbell itself and increase as you feel necessary. Stand with your feet hip or 
shoulder-width apart. Place the barbell just above the shoulders resting across the 
trapezius muscles it’s best with a bar cushion. Bend the knees and lower into a 
squat. Stop when your knees are at ninety-degree angles and don’t let them go 
over your toes. Furthermore, do not lose the natural arch to your back. Contract 
the glutes and legs while stabilizing your body with the torso slowly stand back 
up without locking the knees. Ensure you keep the knees in line with the toes! 


Another one of my favorite butt building exercises is known as the step-up. It’s 
relatively easy and can be fun while listening to music to ‘keep in step’ so to speak. 
Step-ups really do work the glutes and the hamstrings. You can start using a low 
platform to get the hang of it and then slowly increase the height of the platform 
to really activate those muscle fibers. A reasonably challenging height is about 
fifteen inches high. Holding dumbbells will increase the intensity of the step-up. 


Finally, cardio activity is excellent for the burning of any unwanted fat to the 
derriere. Among the best is the Stairmaster for the burn as well as building and 
toning. | always recommend checking with a certified fitness trainer on proper 
exercise techniques in order to maximize your results and safety. Follow these 
techniques and you’re on your way to ringing in the New Year with a new booty 
intow! W

Whether you're looking for a retirement home, a vacation property, or simply a good 
real estate investment outside of Canada, the recent surge in the Canadian dollar on 
world currency markets is creating a sense of urgency to act now. In our 2007 Outlooks’ 
Reader Survey many of you asked for this kind of investment information in addition to 
our regular travel stories and this is the first in a series of stories that will appear 
periodically in future issues of Outlooks. In that same survey our readers also voted 
Puerto Vallarta as their favorite destination in Mexico, so we thought it appropriate to 
begin there. 


In seeking out the right kind of advice and infor- 
mation we met with Calgary real estate associate Rob 
Burla who has been providing services to home 
purchasers in Puerto Vallarta for quite some time. 
Although we couldn’t cover every topic in one story, 
we asked some of the most obvious questions to 
which the first-time buyer in Mexico might want to 
know the answers.We hope you find this information 
useful in formulating your future plans. 


All of a sudden it seems like everyone 
is talking about property investments in exotic 
locations like Costa Rica, Buenos Aires and of course 
Puerto Vallarta and although our dollar is at an all 
time high are there other reasons for this recent real 
estate activity? 


Burla: Well | think it’s like an accountant told me 
a couple of weeks ago, it’s the perfect storm for 
Canadians. The strong dollar is making some people 
tw look at the United States, but many people are 
huey looking for resort property and locations where they 
don’t have to fly through the States and endure the 
airport hassles there. That’s why Puerto Vallarta is so 
popular—you can fly there directly from most Canadian cities and it’s not too long of 
a journey. 
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Many Canadians were investing in Puerto Vallarta about ten years ago and 
real estate prices have gone up since then, so is it too late now? 


Burla: Well, if you purchased ten years ago you will have seen a significant increase 
in the value of your property. But still, if you look at the price of condos in Calgary at 
as much as $500 per square foot and in Puerto Vallarta at $200 per square foot or less, 
so it is still a good time to buy there. Especially with the changes in the Mexican govern- 
ment where they are really focusing on tourism and have declared the whole Puerto 
Vallarta bay area as Vallarta and that is their tourism zone that they are now promoting. 


So if | am interested in property there can | work with a Canadian real 
estate agent? 


Burla: Yes. Also, there’s a Mexican Real Estate Guide that comes out every week in 
Puerto Vallarta and there is now a Mexican Real Estate Professionals’ Association and 
you want to connect with someone who is a member of that association. | have joined 
forces with Tropicasa Realty for two reasons. Firstly, the owner, Wayne Franklin, is an 
American with over ten years’ experience in real estate before moving to Mexico. 
Secondly, he is the past president of the Puerto Vallarta Real Estate Professionals’ 
Association. If you’re going to invest your money there, you want to work with a 
reputable company, somebody you will be able to trust, and who can provide all the 
back-up services you would expect from a realtor in your home town. For example, 
help with financing, finding an English-speaking lawyer, proper building inspections, local 
insurance, etc. | have signed a contract with them as their local agent here in the Alberta 
market. With the strong economy and even before the strong dollar, people were 
looking for a safe place to invest or plan for their retirement. 


Now correct me if | am wrong, but | understand that as a non-resident 
when you make a purchase in Mexico you don’t own the property but it is held in trust 
by the bank for you? 


Burla: The Mexican law states that foreigners cannot own the land that the building 
sits on, whether it’s a house or condo, if it’s within fifty kilometres of the coast. There 
are two ways around that. One is to set up a Mexican corporation, which you can do 
as a Canadian, but you have to have a Mexican business partner—then you can own the 
land. If you don’t want to do that, your other option is to go the route of using a 
trustee. The trustees are the banks and then you own the building but the bank holds 
the lease on the land called a Fidicomiso, which is a fifty-year renewable, transferable 
lease. The bank sets it up when you sign the legal documents and take title to your 
property in a document called Escritura, the formal deed. All the real estate transac- 
tions are executed through a notary public versus the lawyers we use here. 


So is it an absolutely secure investment even though governments and 
laws might change in the future? 


Burla: If it’s all done properly through a notary public and through the correct legal 
process you're absolutely protected because it’s registered with the Mexican ministry 
of land titles. It’s important to deal with someone you can trust. Beware of purchasing 
directly from individuals without involving professionals to represent you. 


So would all the legal documents be in Spanish and need translating for 
those who don’t speak the language? 


Burla: Good question. Years ago it was all in Spanish but now, because of so many 
foreigners going there to buy, they are translating some of the documents into English— 
not all of them—but you still want to deal with an agency that is totally bilingual, 
including lawyers and notary public on staff, to protect your interests. That’s why | am 
with Tropicasa, as they have all these services in house. 


So it is important that the local agency is fluently bilingual? 


Burla: Yes. You can work with me here in Alberta and on your next trip to Puerto 
Vallarta there will be properties for you to look at that meet your requirements. There, 
you will be assisted by fluently bilingual staff. 


So if | go there and see something | like, can | come home and complete 
the transaction from here? 


Burla: No, if you buy property 
there you have to go there again to 
be there for the close of the deal. 


After you make an offer on a 
property which is accepted by the 
vendor, it will take approximately 
forty-five days for the paperwork 
and legal work to be completed, set- 
up the trustee with the bank and 
then you have to sign the documen- 
tation in person and arrange for 
* | your money to be there to close the 

» sale. 


Outlooks: Can you arrange the 
mortgage in Canada or can that be 
done in Mexico too? 


Burla: In the past, there was no 
, local financing readily available to 
foreigners. The majority of people 
who have purchased in the past have 
paid in cash, perhaps with home 
equity loans on their property here 
or lines of credit. Now there are 
two primary mortgage lenders in 
Puerto Vallarta, both American 
companies who offer financing to 
Canadians. Some loans are in pesos, 
others are with American banks, but 
the financing rates are not as attrac- 
tive as arranging your own funds 
here in Canada. There it will cost you more in interest over the course of the loan. 


20ks: Is it similar to Canada where before a condo is actually built you can 
siichace® a unit at a favourable lower price? 


Burla: Yes, absolutely. Pre-construction purchases generally exist and, depending on 
the size of the project, it can be anywhere from twelve months to two years before the 
building is completed. Builders there are similar to builders here where they will pre- 
sell and get their financing in place to continue on with the construction. The general 
rule is thirty per cent deposit, then ten equal payments between groundbreaking and 
move-in, ong about eighteen months. This makes the financing easier on your budget. 


Outlooks: Are there the same choices between condominiums and single-family 
dwellings) 

Burla: Yes. The choices run the whole gamut, the same as here. Apartments begin 
with studios and upwards and range in price at the low end from one hundred 
thousand to one hundred and fifty thousand right up to private villas in the million- 
aallarplus range. 


: Is there much of a difference between Old Town and the new Vallarta? 


Burla: In Old Town you get the quaint charm of old Mexico, cobbled streets 
etcetera and there are building height restrictions, plus the buildings tend to be older. 
There are new high rises being built up in the hills. But Old Town is the gay community 
where the action is—the restaurants, the nightlife and the gay community. Nuevo 
Vallarta, closer to the airport, is all new construction, generally high rises, some villas 
around the golf course, but more the Americanised new construction and more straight 
families buying in. 

Outlooks: |s it easy to rent out your property to other vacationers when you are 
not occupying it yourself? 

Burla: A lot of the real estate companies also have divisions that handle rental 


t ; 


properties. There are also independent property management companies. Both will 
handle your property from the point of upkeep, paying the bills on your behalf, arranging 
for maid service, cleaning in between rentals, reporting back to you for damage or 
repairs required and they will charge a fee depending on the level of service anywhere 
form ten to forty per cent of rentals collected. Generally, it is about twenty percent.

ooks: Why invest in Puerto Vallarta versus some of the other possible resort 
locations? 


Burla: It’s an established and stable environment. It’s established as a tourist desti- 
nation so you have infrastructure there already in terms of shopping and services. You 
have a stable government compared to some other countries, as well as proximity to 
Canada and convenient flight schedules with lots of direct flights. More people are 
familiar with Mexico and travel there for vacations. Plus, there’s a lot of experience with 
the number of Canadians and Americans who already own property there or 
businesses. There’s also a good health care system with good doctors and hospitals. The 
surrounding countryside is beautiful and full of old Mexican traditions. And of course, 
the ae weather! 


: Do you need to speak Spanish? 


Burla: You don’t need to because many people down there are now bilingual. But it 
sure helps! | tell people if you’re thinking about buying, go and learn some Spanish so 
you can get along with the locals and not to forget that it’s their country. If you want 
to blend in, protect your investment and be a part of the community then go and learn 
some Spanish. Remember you're a guest in their country.

Saskatchewan author Anthony Bidulka brings us back to the world of 
Saskatoon’s private investigator, Russell Quant, for another tale of intrigue, 
danger, international travel and culinary titbits. 

Eight months after his last adventure—and eight months into his new 
relationship with Alex Canyon—Russell is hired by a woman named Clara Ridge 
to find her estranged son Matthew, whom she hasn’t seen in nearly twenty years. 
Back then, Matthew had been in some trouble, and was kicked out of home 
shortly before being taken to reform school—the last time Clara had seen or 
heard from him. With a hefty retainer in hand, Russell is on the case. From 
Saskatoon to Estevan, near the American border, and from there to Cape Town, 
South Africa, Russell follows Matthew’s trail, with someone already trying to warn 
him away, and leaving one brutalised source in his wake. 

Things only get more interesting in South Africa, picking up the trail through the 
shanty-town slums outside of the city, and the game reserves near Botswana, 
Russell’s pursuit of Matthew gets increasingly harrowing as it becomes very clear 
that someone doesn’t want Matthew to be found, and they will go to any length 
to keep Russell from reaching his goal. 

Bidulka continues to gain strength as a writer, and with his mastery of the English

language. Bidulka’s ability to inhabit Russell Quant’s skin, to tell the story through 
those eyes and quirky observations, is a treat for any reader. As well, his more 
decadent passions of travel, fine wines and cuisine are woven into the narrative 
in an organic fashion that a lesser writer would have had difficulty with. 

As for the mystery plot, Bidulka has been able to build the suspense and throw 
out just enough red herrings to keep the reader—and Russell—guessing just 
what is going on. He also keeps the danger and action sequences choreographed 
in such a way as to keep you from putting the book down, while managing to keep 
the suspension of disbelief in check. 

If there is one failing in Sundowner Ubuntu it is in a few of the passages in which 
Russell talks about Africa. While encountering some of the local fare and the 
wildlife in the game parks, there is an unfortunate tendency for some of the 
descriptions to be instructive. While | would attribute this to the sort of 
enthusiasm of trying to pack the narrative with as much about South Africa as 
possible without trying to bog it down, it didn’t necessarily achieve that goal. 

Overall, Sundowner Ubuntu is an enjoyable read that keeps you hooked. Bidulka’s 
continual development of the many 
other bit-players is Russell’s world 
makes each trip like coming home to 
familiar faces. Given that Bidulka has 
said that this will be Russell Quant’s last 
outing for the time being while he turns 
his attention to other projects, he can 
rest assured that he is leaving readers
